The question that rises from every direction, the ques-| ; 


tion that I have heard from all kinds of people, the ques- 
tion that I have heard from good Christians and not-so-good 
Christians, that I have heard from Jews and Gentiles, from 
believers and blatant unbelievers, is this: “Why doesn’t God 
do something in this day and time? Why doesn’t God exercise 
His power? The world is in such a terrible condition. The 
world is in such a dreadful mess. The world is hastening on 
to destruction just as fast as Satanic forces seem to be able 


to drive it. Why doesn’t God do something? Why doesn’t |. 


the Lord Jesus Christ, about whom you preach so fervently, 


come down and interfere?” 


I believe the answer is contained 
in the experience of the Lord 
Jesus Christ as recorded in the 
13th chapter of the Gospel accord- 
ing to St. Matthew, the text chos- 
en for this sermon. I am convinced 
that the reason God is not exercis- 
ing His power in a mightier way 
in’ our individual lives, in our re- 
ligious activities, in our national 
problems, in our international re- 
lationships, is because of this ter- 
rible word “unbelief’ that seems 


to tie the hands of God until, as 
mighty as He is, He cannot exer- 
cise His power on behalf of those 
who are guilty of that sin of all 
sins. Supposing we analyze this 
problem. 

First of all, what are the CAUS- 
ES OF UNBELIEF in our day 
and time? Second, what are the 
CONSEQUENCES OF UNBE- 
LIEF? Third, what is the CURE 
FOR UNBELIEF?

I. CAUSES OF UNBELIEF 
1. Ignorance 


I believe the first cause of un- 
belief ‘is senseless ignorance—ig- 
norance of God’s place in our lives, 
ignorance of God’s Word, ignor- 
ance of God’s requirement, ignor- 
ance of God’s program. We know 
that we are creatures of a day, of 
the earth, and yet, in another way, 
of Divinity. We know that God 
has a plan for every one of us, 
and yet we do not follow through. 
We do not study. We do not let 
God guide us into those things 
that He wants us to do. Listen,

Revivals in Bible Times Prove We Can 


By Evangelist John R. Rice 


Faint-hearted Christians who watch the clouds so much 
they do not sow, and observe the wind until they do not reap, 
are defeated by the manifest wickedness on every side, and 
do not believe that God can give revival now. Many people 
cite the coldness of the people of God, the modernism and 
infidelity in many of the pulpits and in many places of de- 
nominational leadership, the widespread appeal of pleasure, 


the outrageous wickedness on 


every hand, as evidence that 


God cannot now give great revivals, or will not give great 


revivals as He once did. 


But such faint-hearted Chris- 
tians should make a study of the 
great revivals in Bible times and 
they would find that these revi- 
vals came in most cases in the 
midst of wickedness as great and 
apostasy and false religions as 
prevalent as those we face today. 
It is a most heartening study to 
observe some of the great revivals 
in the Bible and see how, against 
amazing odds, God used one per- 
son or a few, in each case, to turn 
a whole nation back to God, or a 
strategic city back to God. 

There are innumerable exam- 
ples. I could show how, among 
captive Israelites in far-off Baby- 
Nehemiah had his _heart 
warmed and stirred, and was used 
in a revival that took a remnant 
back to Jerusalem and reestab- 
lished the nation Israel in Pales- 
tine, with walls and gates rebuilt, 
and eventually the temple, so that 
Christ the Saviour could be born 
in a Jewish Bethlehem and preach 
in Jerusalem, and there be cruci- 
fied according to prophecy. Or Ri 
could cite the revival under the 
mighty preaching of John the 
Baptist when for four hundred 
years the heavens had been shut 
up, without a prophet, without a 
divine revelation; and when unre- 
generate, formal Pharisees on the 
one hand; and rationalistic, unbe- 
lieving Sadducees on the other 
hand had made of the Jewish re- 
ligion a powerless thing of dead let- 
ter and no heart, no contact with 
God. That was a mighty revival, un- 


der the most unlikely circumstan- 
ces, when all Jerusalem and Judea 
went out to hear John, preaching 
by the Jordan, and were baptized, 
confessing their sins. But I pass 
these and other great examples 
over, to mention four great Bible 
revivals. These include the great 
revival led by Elijah on Mount 
Carmel, the revival at Nineveh 
led by Jonah, both in the Old 
Testament; the revival at Sychar 
in Samaria where the Saviour won 
the woman at the well, and the 
revival at Pentecost, both in the 
New Testament. I think these 
show beyond any shadow of doubt 
that the God of the Bible can give 
revivals in the most distressing 
situations of declension and apos- 
tasy and idolatry and sin, pro- 
vided only that He has one or a 
few people who can lay hold on 
God’s mighty power by obedient 
faith and prevailing prayer, and 
will give God’s witness to sinners. 


I. God Could Have a Revival in 
Decadent, Idolatrous Israel at 
Mount Carmel 


One of the most remarkable re- 
vivals this world ever saw was 
that led by the prophet Elijah 
at Mount Carmel, among the 
Northern tribes, Israel, when Ahab 
was king, as described in I Kings, 
chapter 18. That revival seemed 
to save the nation from utter and 
immediate ruin. At least it helped 
to postpone the captivity and de- 
struction of Israel, and it must

have resulted in multitudes truly 
turning in their hearts to God. 
Consider first how wicked were 
the times, how apostate the peo- 
ple, when this revival occurred. 
Ahab, the son of Omri, was king. 
Read how wicked was Ahab. 
“And in the thirty and eighth 
year of Asa king of Judah began 
Ahab the son of Omri to reign 
over Israel: and Ahab the son of 
Omri reigned over Israel in Sa- 
maria twenty and two years. And 
Ahab the son of Omri did evil in

Demons show them- 
selves, but the hand of a great 
God has never appeared when 
men called on any god but the 
true God, the Lord God. These 
prophets leaped on the altar. They 
cut themselves with knives and 
'ancets till the blood gushed out. 

Per- 
haps they did not expect one. At 
least they put on as good a show 
as would anybody, they must have 
thought. 

| Then Elijah called the people to 
ma; Come near. It was time for the 
Lord God of Israel to show His 
power. Elijah rebuilt the altar 
that was broken down, using 
twelve stones. He put wood upon 
the altar, but no fire. They killed 
the bullock and placed the sacri- 
fice on the wood. Then Elijah 
asked for four barrels of water. 
It was poured over the sacrifice. 
The wood was now soaking wet. 
Then four barrels more, then four 
Sarrels more; then Elijah had 


revival is not with the world, but 
with the church. And His trouble 
is not with the sinners, but with 
the saints. Anywhere God can get 
Christians who will pay God’s 
price, God can have a revival. And 
so God could have and did have 
a mighty revival in Nineveh, as 
soon as He could get Jonah ready 
for it. 

Will you consider the méssage 
of Jonah? It was what modernists 
and many weaklings would today 
call “a negative sermon.” He 
preached, “Yet forty days, and 
Nineveh shall be overthrown.” It 
was a message that appealed to 
fear, a message of judgment. It 
proclaimed the wrath of God, not 
His mercy. Yet God used that 
message to bring revival. That 
ought to remind us that if men 
are willing to preach as God tells 
them to preach, preaching His 
righteousness, His hatred of sin, 
His solemn warning, His judg- 
ments, the certain eternal destruc- 
tion of Christ-rejecting sinners, 
God can use that kind of preach- 
ing to bring a revival in the most 
distressing and wicked and un- 


unwilling, was the evangelist until 
God worked him over, the revival 
at Nineveh was one of the great- 
est in the history of the world. 
And it is a good example to prove 
to us that in any circumstance of 
wickedness, of idolatry, of false 
religion, of the impending doom 
and wrath of God, revivals are 
possible if only God can have 
workers who will pay God’s price 
for revival. 

Nineveh was not a city of the 
Jews, but a heathen city. We sup- 
pose that it was one which had 
never heard the gospel. We sup- 
pose that the only worship there 
was idolatry. We read that they 
worshipped the fish god, and this 
may be one reason why God pre- 
pared a great fish to swallow Jonah 
and then vomit him out on dry 
land. Be that as it may, here is a 
city so idolatrous, so violent, so 
wicked, that God said to Jonah, 
“Arise, go to Nineveh, that great 
city, and cry against it; for their 
wickedness is come up before me” 
(Jonah 1:2). And the message that 
God had for Nineveh was, “Yet 
forty days, and Nineveh shall be 
overthrown” (Jonah 3:4). 

The city was large, mighty. 
“Now Nineveh was an exceeding 
great city of three days’ journey” 
(Jonah 3:3). And Jonah went one 
days’ journey into it before he be- 
gan preaching. We _ understand 
from archeologists that Nineveh 
included several settlements and 
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promising situations.

the sight of the Lord above all 
that were before him. And it came 
to pass, as if it had been a light 
thing for him to walk in the sins 
of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
that he took to wife Jezebel the 
daughter of Ethbaal king of the 
Zidonians, and went and served 
Baal, and worshipped him. And he 
reared up an altar for Baal in the 
house of Baal, which he had built 
in Samaria. And Ahab made a 
grove; and Ahab did more to pro- 
voke the Lord God of Israel to an- 
ger than all the kings of Israel 
that were before him.”—I Kings 
16 :29-33. 

Later, it was said of Ahab, “But 
there was none like unto Ahab, 
which did sell himself to work 
wickedness in the sight of the 
Lord, whom Jezebel his wife 
stirred up” (I Kings 21:25). 

Notice that Ahab walked in all 
the sins of Jeroboam, he “went 
and served Baal and worshipped 
him,” he built an altar to Baal 
in a temple of Baal which he built 
in Samaria, the capital city. He 
made a grove for idolatrous and 
lewd ceremonies unspeakable. He 
married Jezebel, a wicked 
heathen woman, a _ murder- 
ess and idolater. And “Ahab 
did more to provoke the Lord God 
of Israe] to anger than all the 
kings of Israe] that were before 
him.” What a blight upon the na- 
tion! How difficult, it would ap- 
pear, to have a revival in Israel 
under such conditions. 

Later we are told that Jezebel 
killed all the prophets of the Lord, 
except one hundred hid by Oba- 
diah (I Kings 18:13). 

The whole nation seems to have 
turned to Baal worship, and, as 
far as we know, no prophets were 
active nor anyone else outspoken 
for God in the whole nation, ex- 
cept only Elijah. 
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Obadiah, the governor of the 
palace, was a man of God, but 
he was a secret disciple, a timor- 
ous soul who dared not speak out 
for the right, and who would not 
risk his place and income by plain- 
ly coming out for God. Secretly 
he hid prophets of God and fed 
them on bread and water in a 
cave, but he had no power with 
God and no influence with men 
for God. The whole nation would 
have gone to Hell for all that 
Obadiah could do about it, with- 
out paying a new price for power. 

So great was the sin in the land 
that God had turned His face 
away. And He had revealed to 
Elijah that there would be no 
rain, nor even dew, for years, as 
a curse of God. So Elijah told 
Ahab, “As the Lord God of Israel 
liveth, before whom I stand, there 
shall not be dew nor rain these 
years, but according to my word” 
(I Kings 17:1). 

After three and one-half years 
of drought, Elijah came to show 
himself to Ahab. He urged Ahab 
to call the people of Israel to 
Mount Carmel, with all the pro- 
phets of Baal, four hundred and 
fifty, and the prophets of the 
groves, four hundred, all of. which 
ate at Jezebel’s table. These eight 
hundred and fifty wicked, idola- 
trous prophets came, and the mul- 
titudes of people to Mount Carmel, 
and there the one man of God 
challenged Baal and the prophets 
of Baal, and insisted that they 
ask for a miraculous manifesta- 
tion from God or from Baal. “And 
the God that answereth by fire, 
let him be God,” said Elijah. 

The people were unmoved by 
Elijah’s exhortation. “How long 
halt ye between two opinions? if 
the Lord be God, follow him: but 
if Baal, then follow him.” The 
people answered him not a word. 
It is a time when preaching falls 
on deaf ears. It is a time when 
the rulership of the nation is ido- 
latrous and murderous. It is a 
time when society is sold out to 
false cults and evil religions. It 
is a time when God has turned 
His face away. It is a time when 
what few believers there are in 
the whole nation keep themselves 
hidden. Now,. if God can give a 
revival in those circumstances, He 
can give one today! 

You know the thrilling story as 
told in I Kings 18. Eliiah asked 
that the prophets of Baal put a 


God who cannot have a revival in 
hard times is no good. A God who 
cannot start a fire with wet wood 
would not be sufficient for this 


+ wicked world. 


Then Elijah prayed. “Lord God 
of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, 
let it be known this day that thou 
art God in Israel, and that I am 
thy servant, and that I have done 
all these things at thy word. Hear 
me, O Lord, hear me, that this 
people may ‘know that thou art 
the Lord God, and that thou hast 
turned their heart back again” 
(I Kings 18:36, 37). 

And then, marvel of marvels, 
God answered! “Then the fire of 
the Lord fell and consumed the 
burnt-sacrifice, and the wood, and 
the stones, and the dust, and lick- 
ed up the water that was in the 
trench. And when all the people 
saw it, they fell on their faces: 
and they said, ‘“The Lord, he is the 
God; the Lord, he is the God” 
(I Kings 18:38, 39). 

Oh, to see multitudes of people 
on their faces convinced and sur- 
rendered to the Lord God! Oh, to 
see the idolaters, the unbelievers, 
the atheists, the drunkards, the 
harlots, the worldlings on their 
faces bowing to Jesus Christ as 
Saviour and Lord, like Elijah saw 
them--that day trusting our God 


and bowing before Him and con-. 


fessing Him! Well, the God who 
brought revival to Mount Carmel 
can do it again! 

Our own nation is no further 
gone into sin than was Israel un- 
der the leadership of Ahab and 
murderous Jezebel. The modern 
infidels in the pulpit, the false 
cults, the atheists in our colleges, 
are not more arrogant nor more 
powerful than the prophets of 
Baal and the lewd prophets of the 
groves in Elijah’s time. Preachers 
who stand true to the Bible and 
to God these days have far more 
company than did Elijah who 
stood alone. 


In your community, in your own 
heart, in your own meager talents, 
in your own sin-cursed nation, do 


you have only wet wood with 


which God may build a revival 


fire? Are the circumstances all , 


apparently against God, against 


revival? If so. then remember that | 


the God of Elijah can set a fire 
to wet wood. He can give a revi- 
val in the face of Ahab and Jeze- 
bel and four hundred and fifty 
prophets of Baal, and four hun- 


dred prophets of the groves, and 


an arrogant, thoughtless, rebel- 
lious, apostate people. A God who 
could give a revival at Mount Car- 
mel can give one now! How wick- 
ed, how unbelieving we are when 
we do not depend on such a God 
for revival! 


II. God Could Have a Revival 
Even in Violent, Heathen, 
Fish-Worshipping Nineveh 

A second example I call to your 

attention is that of the revival in 

Nineveh under Jonah. However

hand and their left hand; and also 
much cattle,” as God told Jonah 
(Jonah 4:11). The cattle indicates 
that the city contained pasture- 
land and suburbs, besides settle- 
ments. The suburbs were included, 
and that makes reasonable the 
size indicated by three days’ jour- 
ney. If-there were. one hundred 
and twenty thousand children and 
babes who did not know their 
right hand from their left, there 
may have been six hundred thou- 
Sand population in the city. The 
king, the nobles, the people were 
wicked. God’s wrath was aroused 
against the city. God had deter- 
mined to destroy it, and _ sent 
Jonah to announce its destruction. 
The city seemed almost past hope 
of redemption. Yet when God got 
one man ready to preach to the 


city, the king, the nobles and the 


people repented in sackcloth and 
ashes and pleaded for God’s mer- 
cy, until the dear Lord repented | 
of His plan to destroy it and would | 
not destroy it. 


It is significant here that Jonah 
did not want to go to Nineveh 
and preach. I dare say that this 
is simply an illustration of the 
thing the Saviour so often said, 
“The harvest truly is plenteous, 
but the labourers are few” (Matt. 
9:37), and, “The harvest truly is 
great, but the labourers are few” | 
(Luke 10:2), and, “Say not ye, 
There are yet four months, and 
then cometh harvest? behold, I 
say unto you, Lift up your eyes, 
and look on the fields; for they 
are white already to harvest. And 
he that reapeth receiveth wages, 
and gathered fruit unto life eter- 
nal” (John 4:35, 36). The trouble 
is not with the harvest, it is with 
the labourers! God’s trouble about

John, chapter 4, tells how 
Jesus departed into Galilee, “And 
he must needs go through Sa- 
maria” (John 4:4). At Sychar He 
sat on the curbing of Jacob’s well, 
tired after a half day’s walk. At 
noon a woman came to draw wa- 
ter. She was a woman of shabby 
character, a woman often mar- 
ried and now living with a man 
to whom she was not married. De- 
spite her own hostility, the indif- 
ference of the disciples, and the 
enormous prejudice that separat- 
ed Jews and Samaritans, Jesus led 
her to see what a sinner she was 
and how she needed a Saviour, 
and then revealed Himself. She 
was wonderfully saved and ran to 
the city, leaving her waterpot, to 
sav to the men, “Come, see a man, 
which told me all things that ever 
I did: is not this the Christ?” 
Then the multitude came out to 
see Jesus. Many were saved at the 
woman’s testimony before they 
ever saw Him. Others believed 
when they saw Him and heard 
Him speak, and said to the wo- 
man, “Now we believe, not be- 
cause of thy saying: for we have 
heard him ourselves, and know 
that this is indeed the Christ, the 
Saviour of the world” (John 4:42). 

The difficulties which would 
seem to prevent a revival were 
almost insuperable in this case. 
The Samaritans hated the Jews, 
and with some reason. In Luke 
9:51-54 we read how the Samari- 
tans in one village would not even 
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they learned that He was going 
to Jerusalem. Read those verses 
and sense the hostility. 

“And it came to pass, when the 
time was come that he should be 
received wp, he stedfastly set his 
face to go to Jerusalem, And sent 
messengers before his face;, and 
they went, and entered.into a vil- 
lage of the Samaritans, to make 
ready for him. And they did not 
receive him, because his face was 
as though he would go to Jeru- 
salem. And when his disciples 
James and John saw this, they 
said, Lord, wilt thou that we com- 
mand fire to come down from 
heaven, and consume them, even 
as Elias did?” 

Jesus rebuked His disciples. He 
came to save, not to destroy. But 
one would think that the same 
Jesus and the same disciples would 
have difficulty bringing a Heaven- 
sent revival to a city of such pre- 
judices and ignorance and hate. 

And the woman to whom Jesus 
talked as He sat on the well at 
the noon hour was full of suspi- 
cion. When He asked for a drink, 
she said, ‘‘How is it that thou, be- 
ing a Jew, askest drink of me, 
which am a woman of Samaria? 
for the Jews have no dealings with 
the Samaritans.” As the talk pro- 
ceeded she insisted that Samari- 
tans had the wel] that their fath- 
er Jacob had given. They did not 
need any new-fangled help from 
any Jew! 

There was also the difficulty of 
the woman’s sad, sad past, and her 
sinful present. She had been mar- 
ried five times. Now she lived with 
a man to whom she was not mar- 
ried. Would she confess her sins? 
Would she renounce her present 
wicked alliance? Gently, Jesus 
pressed the matter of her sin and 
told her that He knew all about it. 
When she saw her need of the Mes- 
Siah, Jesus said; “I that speak unto 
thee am he.” And the woman was 
won. 

But consider also the hostility 
or indifference of the disciples 
which was nearly as bad as the 
prejudice of the woman! They had 
been into the city to buy food and 
said not a word to those they met 
of the Son of God, the Saviour 
of the world who sat on the curb- 
ing of the well outside the city! 
They marvelled that Jesus talked 


to the woman. Why should He

waste time on a Samaritan, and 
particularly on a shabby, casta- 
way woman such as this one ap- 
peared to be? When Jesus was 
dealing with her’ soul, they 
thought only of their stomachs! 
They could hardly see the point 
when Jesus said, “I have meat to 
eat that ye know not of.” Here 
are twelve disciples to whom 


mission to take the gospel to 
every creature, and a poor, sinful 
woman whom they ignore and 
despise! And when Jesus wins her 
to repentance and faith and salva- 
tion joy under their very noses, 
they take no notice of what goes 
on and are absorbed with food 
for their bodies. 


If any pastor today feels that 
a revival is hindered by the indif- 
ference in his own church, let him 
remember that a part of the work 
of revival is to revive the saints, 
to give them a burden for sinners, 
to get them on a praying basis, 
and to arouse in them a burden 
for souls! 
every revival effort is to get 
Christians ready for revival. There 
would be little credit to an evan- 
gelist who could have people con- 
verted only when the church was 
just right to start with, and when 
all the Christians were on fire and 
burdened and praying and work- 
ing. 

Note that in this revival effort 
there was no building. There was 
no advertising but the glad testi- 
mony of a converted soul! There 
were none of the outward conven- 
iences that we often think neces- 
sary to revival. Yet in the midst 
of this suspicion and hate, despite 
the indifference, even the callous- 
ness and prejudice of His disci- 
ples, Jesus got the woman saved; 
then she helped to bring the whole 
town to Jesus! 


Does some earnest soul winner 
face the fact that the people with 
whom he would labor are self- 
Satisfied religionists? Are they 
well content because they were 
christened when babies and con- 
‘firmed in the church when they 
learned the catechism? Are they 
jealous of the forms of their own 
cult and satisfied with the exter- 
nals of religion? Well, their case 
is not so bad as these Samaritans 
who said, “Our fathers worship- 
ped in this mountain; and ye say, 
that in Jerusalem is the place 
Where men ought to worship” 
(John 4:20). They had their own 
well, dug by their ancestor Jacob. 
They knew the true religion as 
well as anybody. Weren’t they 
descended from Abraham _ and 
Isaac and Jacob? And for many, 
many years their fathers had wor- 
shipped in this mountain, and here 
came some narrow-minded Jews 
who thought you should worship 
in Jerusalem! That was about 
their attitude. But God could give 
revival there, then, and God can 
give revival now, anywhere, if 
God finds some people to pay His 
price. 

Deep in the heart of this sinful 
woman there was a need, a long- 
ing. She may have been a sinner, 
but she had a conscience, as does 
every other sinful woman, every 
other depraved man! She was a 
sinner, and she had lived in out- 
rageous sin, but she feared death. 
Something in her heart cried out 
for forgiveness and cleansing and 
peace, which she could not find. 
how ever many men she lived 
with. That hunger was not imme- 
diately apparent, but it was there. 
The harvest really was white. 

And the people in the city were 
probably as prejudiced and as un- 
likely as she to be friendly toward 
(a Jewish preacher. Yet when they

with your permission, to a per- 
sonal experience, 

I was a soldier in Fort Sill, Ok- 
lahoma, when I was ordained to 
preach the Gospel, in 1930. I was 
A Staff Sergeant in the Medical 
Department. When I was ordained, 
I immediately decided that I ought 
to go to the seminary. Naturally, 
I must have some training. I sub- 
mitted the required papers for the 
purchase of my discharge. I had 
taken an examination for a com- 
mission in the Medical Admin- 
istrative Corps and had passed it. 
Perhaps the first vacancy would 
put bars on my shoulders. My bud- 
dy, Sergeant Eugene Cooper, got 
my place when I bought my dis- 
charge. He is now Lieutenant 
Colonel in Germany with the occu- 
pational forces. He has my com- 
mission because he was next in 
line to me, My officers crowded 
around me once or twice, then 
my fellow soldiers, especially my 
fellowsoldiers, to say, “Why should 
you give up a sure thing to go off 
and be a poor preacher of the Gos- 
pel?” But when they realized that 
I knew what I was doing, that I 
was sold out to it, that I felt it 
was God’s will for my life, first 
one,then another, then a third, of 
those soldier buddies of mine said 
to me, “I wish I had the same as- 
surance, the same guidance, the

same knowledge of what God 
wants me to do.” 

Oh, my friends, hear me! There 
is no happiness in the world, there 
is no peace on this earth compar- 
able with the happiness and the 
peace that you have when you 
know you are doing what God 
wants you to do. I don’t care 
what happens! I don’t care what 
comes! I don’t care what troubles 
may face you! I don’t care what 


going to come out top man. 


I remember well one of my 
last visits to Chicago were my 
parents and two brothers live. I 
made a luncheon engagement with 
one of these brothers, a very rich 
man, a Certified Public Account- 
ant. As we ate and talked he be- 
gan to criticize me, to laugh at me. 

He said, “You are almost five 
years older than I. You graduated 
from university high man. You 
had a perfect profession. You were 
making money hand over fist, The 
world was your oyster and you 
were opening it as fast as any man 
could have opened it. Now you are 
a poor preacher of the Gospel. 
You’re not even a priest. You are 
just an evangelist!’ 

How true that was! I am not 
even a pastor. I am just an evan- 
gelist. 

He said, “You don’t even have a 
church. You just wander up and 
down the country and scream 
yourself hoarse preaching to peo- 
ple. What good does it do you?” 
He went on, “I have two children,” 
and I knew that, a boy and a girl, 
one of them born to him, the other 
his by adoption, “and I put a 
thousand dollars a month in the 
Savings account of each of my chil- 
dren.” 

Imagine putting a thousand dol- 
lars a month in the savings ac- 
count of each of his’ children. 
Think of the money the man must 
make in order to put away that 
much money each month for his 
children! 

“TI have their money invested 
in securities that bring 7% in- 
terest, and they are as good as the 
government. A partnership is be- 
hind them, every man in the part- 
nership liable for the full amount, 
and they are all rich. When my 
children grow up, all they will 
have to do is just clip coupons and 
live off of them.” 

When he got all through and 
came up for breath, I said, ‘Bud,

‘ 2. Independence 
That is the first reason for un- 
belief, — senseless ignorance. The 


second reason is — listen careful- 
ly! I tried to find a word for it 
as I studied and prayed over what 
to say to you — the second reason 
is stubborn independence, sinful 
independence. I say again, stub- 
born independence! We think we 
can run our lives without God Al]- 
mighty. The Jews tried it back 
yonder when Joshua and the Jews 
conquered Jericho and the walls 
came tumbling down. You remem- 
ber the story of how one man 
sinned. They were told that as long 
as there was sin in the camp, 
God would not be with them. They 
insisted upon going against the 
city of Ai without God, and they 
broke their necks, Thousands of 
them died in that battle.

Call me up about once a week and 
I'll tell you what to do.” 

In a few more weeks the boy 
fired another man, and another 
man, and yet another man. He 
hired some of his fellow students, 
some of those fellow mining gradu- 
ates of his, to come to help him 
run the mine. The first thing you 
know, the lake began to seep in. 
The boys didn’t know what to do. 
The young fellow sent a telegram 
to his father, saying, ‘““The shoring 
is beginning to give way. The lake 
is beginning to come in. What shall 
I do?” 


The old man threw the telegram 
into the waste basket. About a 
week later, there came another 
telegram: “The water is coming in 
pretty badly. What shall I do?” 
Again into the waste basket went 
the telegram, Another one came: 
“The lake is breaking through and 
it will ruin the mine.’ Into the 
waste basket went the telegram. 
Finally, the boy, in desperation, 
wired: “What can I do? What can 
I do? Dad, what can I do? Tell me, 
and tell me quick, or you’ll lose 
your mine!” This time the old 
man wired back: “Stick your di- 
ploma in that hole!” 


Sometimes God tells us to do 
that, too. He lets us go with our 
stubborn independence. We think 
we can run our lives. We think 
we have enough wisdom for it. We 
think we have enough power to 
resist the Devil. We say we can 
take it or leave it alone! In the 
depths of our poor’ trembling 
hearts, we know that the Devil 
is having a field day with us: We 
don’t have the power. You know 
that the further away you go from 
God, the more you resist Him, the 
quieter the voice of God becomes,

until it almost dies out in your 
conscience. 


8. Iniquity 


Finally, there is this matter of 
staggering iniquity, this matter of 
sin. Sin, unconfessed, unforgiven, 
is a bitter cause of unbelief. It was 
either Dr. B. H. Carroll or D. L. 
Moody, my favorite authors in re- 
ligious works, who said that every 
time a man came to him and said, 
“I don’t believe the Bible,” the 
first thing he would ask him was 
“What is your sin? What is your 
sin?” Brother, Sister, that is the 
problem. It is some sin that stands 
between you and your faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. You are using 
a scapegoat. You are using an alibi. 
Unbelief is nothing but a reflection 
of the fact that you are not right 
with God, that you do not seem to 
want to get right with God. 


II. THE CONSEQUENCES OF 
UNBELIEF 
1. Loss of Peace 


What are the consequences of 
unbelief? Let us not go any fur- 
ther thar our own blessed Amer- 
ica. Listen! The first consequence 
is the loss of peace, the loss of 
peace! There is a new form of 
medical practice in America called 
“Psychosomatics.” Government 
Statistics tell us now that one out 
of every ten persons in the United 
States of America, more than 
fourteen million Americans, are 
psychosomatic subjects. There is 
something wrong with their bodies 
because there is something wrong 
with their hearts and minds. Be- 
fore this generation passes off the 
scene, one out of every twenty 
people will be treated for some 
sort of mental ailment. 


A great doctor, Hippocrates, 
said, in the long ago, that a doc- 
tor had better find out what kind 


2. Disobedience 


There is a second consequence to 
unbelief and it is disobedience, dis- 
obedience towards God that is 
sure to lead to trouble. You know 
without my telling you that God’s 
will is the best way, that obedience 
to God is the thing that is required 
of us, not because God wants 
something .from us, but because 
God wants something for us. He 
wants us to have the best that He 
has., Think of what happened to 
my poor people, the Jews! The 
story is enough to make the angels 
weep, and I suppose it has made 
them weep as they have thought 
of it through the years. A mighty 
host, with the arm of the Lord 
revealed to them again and again 
in magnificent wonders and mira- 
cles, the like of which no other 
nation had ever seen up to that 
time or has ever seen since, came 
to Kadesh-Barnea and refused to 
do God’s will in going into the Pro- 
mised Land. They wanted some- 
thing else. God broke them. God 
buried them out there in the wild- 
erness, God refused to give them 
the place of His rest. 


There is a story there. The fact 
that the Jews, millions strong, did 
not cross into the Promised Land 
doesn’t do us, in this century, a 
bit of good or a bit of harm un- 
less there is a _ spiritual lesson 
there. The spiritual lesson is that 
disobedience brought crisis in the 
wilderness. Disobedience will keep 
us from the best that God has for 
US. 


Then, of course, always, invari- 
ably, inevitably, the Bible teaches, 
“The wages of sin is death.” Un. 
belief is sin. It is inescapable. It is 
inevitable, Take the case of Ana- 
nias and Sapphira in the long ago. 
But why should we go back there? 
We have in modern times more 
demonstrations of the fact that the 
wages of sin is death than almost 
any other people, and, I believe, 
any other generation. 


8. Damnation 


hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God” 
(John 3:16-18). The load of unbe- 
lief leads to death and the dam- 
nation of your soul in the torments 
of eternal punishment, banishment 
from the presence of God. 


Ill. THE CURE FOR UNBELIEF 
1. The Bible 


What is the cure for unbelief? 
Surely that is a big thing to talk 
about, a vital thing to consider, 
an important thing to. discuss. 
What is the cure for unbelief? 
First, I believe we must go to the 
Bible. If you were to ask me, “Are 
you a Christian?” I should not 
say, “I am a Baptist. I am a 
Methodist. I am a member of a 
church. I am a preacher.” I should 
say, “Yes, I am a Christian.” If you 
were to ask me, “How do you 
know it?’”’ I suppose you would 
expect me to say, “Because I feel 
like it.” I am a Jew. I am mer- 
curial, as all Jews are — some- 
times on the mountain top, some- 
times in the valley, never in be- 
tween, either on the mountain top 
or in the valley all the time. Some- 
times I feel it, sometimes I don’t 
feel it. But, thank God, I can say 
I am a Ohristian because the Bible 
says it, because-I have trusted the 
Lord Jesus Christ. God has prom- 
ised me salvation, I am standing 
on His unchangeable, inerrant 
Word. 

When I first became a Christian, 
I used to think that the way to 
banish unbelief from my heart, the 
way to get strong faith was to 
say, “Day by day, in every way, I 


am getting more and more faith, 


and more, and more, and more 
faith,” but it wouldn’t work. It 
wouldn’t work. Then when I went 
to the seminary. I thought the 
thing for me to do was to read 
every book in the seminary li- 
brary that I could put my hands 
on. I spent hours, and days, 
and weeks before I caught up 
with what God really wanted me 
to do. I pass on to you that. there 


that He sent His Son in love to 
die for us on Calvary’s Cross. 

Then there is committal. Com- 
mittal! Cast your burdens on the 
Lord. Turn it all over to God. 
Commit your way unto the Lord. 
Trust also in Him and He will 
bring it to pass. 


. 8. The Christ of God 


Not only do we need the Bible, 
and prayer, but hear me! My heart 
aches when I tell it to you. My 
mother reads the Old Testament 
daily, many times each day. So 
does my father. Not only does he 
read it, but he quotes it in his 
prayers three times a day. Once in 
the morning with the phylactery 
and the prayer shawl, once in the 
afternoon, once in the evening at 
sunset, my father goes to the 
synagogue. He is an old man. He 
does not work any more. He goes 
to the synagogue. Mama stays at 
home. Of course they read the 
Old Testament. Of course they 
pray. I have seen my father, and 
I have seen my grandfather in far- 
off Russia, go into the synagogue 
and unlock the little place where 
they have the Bible, the prayer 
book, the prayer shawl, the phy- 
lacteries. I have seen them go on 
the day of atonement. I have seen 
them strip to the skin, take their 
grave clothes, put them on, go 
into the synagogue to remain there 
from very early in the morning 
till very late in the evening, weep- 
ing, wailing, crying to God, beating 
their breasts, sobbing out their ap- 
peals. I have seen them turn away 
from the synagogue just as un- 
happy, just as despairing, just as 
much lacking peace as they did 
when they first went in. Why? 
Because there is one more thing 
we need. We need the Christ of 
God. We need the Lord Jesus 
Christ. We need the Son of God. 
The study of the Bible and prayer, 
if done properly, if engaged in 
properly, will lead you to the 
Christ, the Son of God. Just as 
the sun rising in the morning dis- 
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he finds out what kind of a dis- 
ease the person has. He was right! 
Medical science is just beginning 
''to catch up with the Bible. When 
ithe heart is not right, when the 
| heart is not set on God, when 
‘there is unbelief, there is lack of 
peace, there is lack of certainty, 
there is lack of assurance, there 
is lack of stability, there is lack 
of security, and there is lack of 
confidence. That is not all. 


Last of all, the consequences of 
unbelief are damnation. The Bible 
is clear. “God so loved the world 
that he gave His only begotten Son 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life, For God sent not his 
Son into the world to condemn 
the world, but that the world 
through him might be saved. He 
that believeth on him is not con- 
demned; but he that believeth not 
is condemned already, because he

in the faith. That is by the care- 
ful, constant, consistent study of 
God’s Word, the promises of God, 
the guarantees of God, the revela- 
tions of God, the works’ of God, 
the dealings of God, in wrath, in 
mercy, in the days that have come 
and gone. 


2. The Hour of Prayer 


Second, there is the hour of 
prayer. The hour of prayer! Oh, 
lhow desperately we need the quiet- 
ness of the hour of prayer, the 
surcease of the hour of prayer, the 
satisfaction, the steadying of the 
hour of prayer, But why is prayer 
so important? 

Prayer is important because 
prayer brings with it conviction, 
and consequently cleansing, as we 
confess our sins to God Almighty. 
Prayer must begin in confession. 
I have known great men in my day 
and time and I have heard them 
pray. It seems to me from my 
study of their lives that the closer 
they got to God, the more they 
walked with Jesus Christ, the 
more they served Him, the more 
they were cognizant of, the more 
they acknowledged, the sins in 
their own hearts and lives. The 
greatest Christians have been the 
greatest repenters, all the time 
and every time. The hour of prayer 
brings you face to face with the 
beauty of God. You then abhor 
yourself in ashes, in sackcloth. 
How are you going to have your 
sins forgiven? How are you going 
to come to God? How are you go- 
ing to get anything from God un- 
til you permit the Holy Spirit to 
convict you that there is some- 
thing wrong with you that you 
cannot straighten out yourself, in 
which you need God’s help? How 
are you going to get around it? 
You must have that hour of pray- 
er, that confession. 

Then there is the contemplation. 
The contemplation! Oh, I am sore- 
ly afraid that too many of us — 
Hyman Appelman at the top of the 
list — are like children, We get 
down on our Knees to pray, and we 
pray, and talk, and talk, and tell 
God this, and tell God something 
else. We are not even polite. Our 
prayers are soliloquies, when they 
ought to be dialogues between God 
and us. It would be a whole lot 
better if we would let God do some 
of the talking, contemplating His 
greatness, His mercy, His authori- 
ty, His love for us, the thought 


so the Lord Jesus Christ, admitted 
into your hearts, will dissipate the 
fog of unbelief. 

The question arises, “Preacher, 
how may we avail ourselves of this 
Bible, of this prayer, of this Christ 
of God? May I sum it all up in 
one last word. Samuel said it to 
Saul long before I came into this 
world, when he said, “To obey is 
better than to sacrifice.’ Obedi- 
ence to the will of God, obedience 
to the Word of God is what God 
requires of us to cure us of our 
unbelief, to give us peace of mind, 
peace of heart, satisfaction of soul, 
surcease from sorrow, assurance 


for the past, the present, and the 


unfolding future. 


Take the record again of the 
Bible. There was Noah. God told 
him to go into the Ark. It was a 
desperate venture, but God told 
him to do it. Noah entered the 
Ark. There came a time when the 
Jews were in Egypt. God deter- 
mined to liberate them. God sent 
His death angel to destroy the 
firstborn in every Egyptian home. 
He said to the Jews, “You put the 
blood of the Lamb on the lintel 
of your door, and when the angel 
goes over Egypt, he will pass over 
you.” 

There is a quaint legend that I 
heard when I was a child, that I 
have read many times since then, 
of a Jewish home somewhere in 
Egypt, in the land of Goshen, on 
that awful night. There was a sick 
little girl, just a young child, seven 
or eight years of age. She was 
questioning her father. 

‘Daddy, are you sure the blood 
is on the lintel? Daddy, are you 
sure?” 

“Yes, I’m sure. I told the ser- 
vants to put it on early this morn- 
ing.” 

“But daddy, did they put it on?’”’ 

“Well, I told them to and they 
have always obeyed me.” 

“But daddy, did you see them 
put it on? Did you SEE them put 
it on?” 

“No. >? 

“Well, daddy, please, it won't 
hurt you. Pick me up and take me 
to the door to see if the blood is 
on there. I'll feel more satisfied.” 

When they came to the door, lo 
and behold, there was no blood 
there! But thank God, the legend 
says they had enough time to 
sprinkle the blood before the death

He had a revival at Sychar; He 
can have one in your city, or in 
any city, where a few people will 
pay God’s price to be used in soul 
winning. 


IV. God Could Give a Revival 
in the Hardest City in the 
World, Jerusalem, Fifty 

Days After the Crucifixion 


If ever there was a gospel-har- 
dened city, it was Jerusalem after 
the crucifixion of Christ. Here 
John the Baptist had preached like 
a flaming fire! Spirit-filled John, 
mighty in the Scriptures, had 
called men to repentance and had 
baptized multitudes in the river 
Jordan. Many of the Pharisees 
and Sadducees had rejected John’s 
preaching, but they had felt the 
impact of it. 

Then the Saviour Himself was 
announced and began His public 
ministry. He had preached and 
baptized (through His disciples) 
more disciples than John. He had 
worked mighty miracles. He had 
raised Lazarus from the dead in 
Bethany just outside Jerusalem, 
and everybody in the city knew 
it. He had opened blind eyes, 
cleansed the lepers, stilled storms, 
saved a maniac, wrought all kinds 
of miracles. He had ridden into 
Jerusalem according to the pro- 
phecy of Zechariah 9:9, “upon a 
colt the foal of an ass,” and the 
multitudes had thrown their gar- 
ments before Him and littered the 
road with palm branches as He 
made His triumpha! entry. He had 
boldly claimed to be the Messiah. 
He had driven the money-changers 
from the Temple. He had warned 
of the coming destruction of the 
city of Jerusalem. Many were 
saved, but the Jewish leaders were 
not. They hated Jesus with an un- 
reasoning hatred. They set out to 
kill Him. And at last they had 
their way. At the Passover sea- 
son the high priest and the San- 
hedrin, with scribes and Pharisees, 
planned to take Jesus. They brib- 
ed one of His followers, Judas, the 
only unsaved one of the twelve, 
to lead them to Jesus in the night. 
He was tried in an illegal] session 
of the Sanhedrin at night, and 
then condemned in Pilate’s judg- 
ment hall, but only by political 
pressure on the governor. Then 
with suborned witnesses, and with 
an incited mob, the people were 
moved to deny their King, to 
choose for release Barabbas in- 
stead of Jesus. And Jesus, de- 
snised and officially rejected by 
His nation, was scourged with a 


Roman scourge, was mocked, 
blindfolded and crowned with 
thorns, then made to bear His 


cross out to Golgotha. And there, 
amid the jeers of the multitudes, 
Jesus hung six hours and died. 
Was there ever a city so steeped 
in religion of a formal kind, a 
Christ-rejecting kind? They knew 
more about Passover lambs and 
atoning blood in Jerusalem than 
any city in the world now knows. 
‘They knew more about tithes and 
offerings and public prayers and 
forms and ceremonies of religion, 
than any group in the world did. 
They were insanely proud of their 
circumcision, of their descent from 
Abraham, of their prophets and 
their Mosaic law. They had hated 
John the Baptist, and John had 
gotten his head cut off. They hat- 
ed the Lord Jesus Himself and 
‘killed Him, murdered the Son of 
God! What chance would there be 
here in Jerusalem for a revival 
now? 

And consider the shameful state 
of His disciples. When Jesus was 
arrested, the disciples all deserted 
Him and fled (Matt. 26:56). Ju- 
das had betrayed Him for thirty 
pieces of silver, the price of a com- 
mon slave. Then this treasurer of 
the little band had hanged him- 
self and the frayed rope later 
broke, and his body fell and burst 
open, and his bowels gushed out, 
and it was a scandalous bit of 
gossip all over Jerusalem! And 
worse still, the main spokesman 
for His disciples, Simon Peter, at 
the trial had consorted with the 
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soldiers who were to crucify Jesus, 
and then had openly denied that 
he was a disciple of Jesus, even 
cursed and swore that he did not 
know Jesus! So betrayed, denied 
and deserted by His friends, the 
Lord Jesus came to trial. And He 
died with only three or four Chris- 
tians near the cross; Mary, the 
mother of Jesus; Mary Magda- 
lene, John, and perhaps one or 
two more. 

Let that defeated, unreliable, 
immature bunch of disciples re- 
assemble and try to have a revi- 
val now in Jerusalem! Let Peter, 
who cursed so loudly a few weeks 
ago and denied that he even knew 
Jesus, now try to preach Christ 
to these multitudes! What chance 
have they for a revival in Jerusa- 
lem? 

But they had it nevertheless! 
They waited in an upper room for 
ten days. “These all continued 
with one accord in prayer and 
supplication, with the women, and 
Mary the mother of Jesus, and 
with his brethren” (Acts 1:14). 
And when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, the power of God 
Came upon them. They were filled 
with the Holy Spirit as John had 
been filled, as Jesus had been 
filled at His baptism. They were 
filled with the Holy Spirit, and 
they spoke the Word of God with 
boldness and power. God stretch- 
ed out His hand to give miracu- 
lous confirmation of their mes- 
sage. Sinners were cut to the 
heart, there was a great repent- 
ing, and three thousand people 
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were saved in one day and added 
to the church! Then multitudes 
of others were saved day after 
day, in the mighty initial revival, 
the sample revival which God 
gave early in the age for all of 
us to know what He could do and 
wanted to do in revivals. 


If God could give a revival in 
Jerusalem at Pentecost, He can 
give one anywhere. Never a city, 
never a country in the world 
where people have hated Christ 
more than they hated Him at 
Jerusalem. Never a city or coun- 
try in the world where they have 
rejected a more pure gospel, and 


have despised more the manifesta- 
tion of God’s grace, than at Jeru- 
salem. Nowhere in the world is 
there a place where God’s disci- 
ples have failed Him so signally 
as that little band of disciples 
seemed to have failed Christ in 
the hours of His arrest, trial and 
death. They did not even believe 
that He had risen from the dead. 
They had thrown away all their 
hopes. Peter had quit the minis-. 
try and had gone back to fishing. 
Thomas would not believe in His 
resurrection for a week after oth- 
ers had been convinced of it. But 
the Lord Jesus met and empow- 
ered those disciples and used them 
in a mighty, mighty revival! Oh, 
then, weak, discouraged Chris- 
tians, Christians who have made 
a shabby failure of your lives, take 
heart! The Lord Jesus can em- 
power you and use you mightily 
if you will but wait upon Him 
with holy abandon, and seek and 
find the fullness of the Spirit for 
soul-winning power! 


We know God can give us a 
revival now because He gave one 
at Jerusalem, at Pentecost. How 
foolish to suppose that times are 
getting too hard for God, or 
hearts are getting too hard for 
God. or the circumstances are too 
difficult for God to deal with! Oh, 
rather how we ought to say that 
our great God, with the power of 
the Word of God and the power 
of the Spirit of God and in an- 
swer to the prayers of His be- 
lieving people, can give a revival 
anywhere, when we meet His re- 
quirements and pay His price! 


If we are willing to: wait upon 
God and plead His promises and 
stay before Him in humility and | 


seek until we find the mighty 
power of the Holy Spirit, we too 
can have Pentecostal revivals. 


We have taken these four ex- 
amples of revivals in Bible times 
to show us that God can give re- 
vivals in the most difficult times. 
We could have taken many other 
examples. All of them prove the 
same thing; that the mighty God 
has grace that is greater than all 
the sin in the world; that the 
gospel is the power of God unto 
salvation; that the Holy Spirit 
can reach the hardest and most 
wicked hearts. And I have shown 
that all the way through God has 
one great need—a need for Spirit- 
filled, empowered workers, work- 
ers with a holy abandon and a 
deep, moving compassion that puts

Nobody ever had a greater experi- 
ence than salvation by the blood 
of Christ. I judge that this man 
does not claim to have been super- 
naturally converted, born again. 

“He evidently does not believe 
in the supernatural origin of the 
Christian religion, in the miracles 
of the New Testament, in the 
mighty movement of Christ in the 
apostles; which spread Christiani- 
ty over the world. For he says 
he believes that the spread of com- 
munism is ‘the most comprehens- 
ive renaissance the human _ spirit 
has ever experienced; and_ the 
most dynamic change in human 
history. God is working alongside 
of these Communists.’ 

“T think you had as well accept it 
as a fact that the Northern Baptist 
Convention (now called the Ameri- 
can Baptist Convention) sends out 
infidels to the mission field. The 
so-called ‘inclusive policy’ means 
that the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention claims the right to include 
modernists as well as Bible be- 
lievers in its program and in fact 
it favors modernists over against 
fundamentalists. I do not know 
any way that you can defend this 
modern infidel, to your Catholic 
employer. I think you ought, in- 
stead to frankly say that Sokolsky 
is right, and that good Bible-be- 
lieving Baptists everywhere must 
repudiate this infidel, this com- 
munist, this anti-American. It 
would be a sin to defend such a 
man because he carries the name 
Baptist. I think you should tell 


your Catholic employer frankly 
that you are as much against this 
man as he is, and so are other 
Bible believers and all true Bap- 
tists, in fact all true Protestants 
everywhere. I count him an enemy 
of Christ, an enemy of the Bible, 
and I think it would be a sin for 
anybody to support him as a mis- 
sionary or to support the conven- 
tion leaders that support him. 


“) Note also that this so-called 
Baptist missionary is actively a 
communist. He takes the commu- 
nist line on things in general. He 
is against the United States. He 
is for Soviet Russia. He has join- 
ed in with the communists who 
have captured and are setting out 
to enslave China. He writes to this 
communist magazine in America 
offering to help the communists 
in the United States. There is no 
reason to doubt that the man 
would, had he the chance, be: an 
active traitor against his country. 
Every pro-communist is a_ traitor 
to the United States, and advo- 
cates the overthrow of the govern- 
ment of the United States by 
force. 

“3. It is noteworthy that Mr. 
Phelps talks the language of Dr.

Since this letter was written, I 
have found additional facts about 
the well-known modernism of Mr. 
Phelps. He was co-author of a 


book, Jesus, published in English 


and Chinese. That book said, ‘“‘Jes- 
us’ father was a Jewish carpenter 
called Joseph. His mother’s name 
was Mary” (Introduction, p. 1). 
That book throughout questions 
the miraculous power of Jesus. 

This book which claims it “in- 
cludes everything from the first 
three gospels, ends the record with 
the burial of Jesus because ‘the 
original Greek document of Mark 
breaks off abruptly at this 
point’’”’! So Mr. Phelps did not be- 
lieve in the resurrection of Christ, 
nor His ascension, nor His pro- 
mised return. 


Years ago in the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention this man’s moder- 
nism was made known. Leaders 
promised that the book had been 
destroyed, the plates burned.

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BATTLE OF THE WASP AND SPIDER 

The story I shall tell you now is about two very vicious 
and active little insects who are enemies of each other and 
yet both have many interesting habits. They will not injure 
you unless you attack them. You will be deeply interested 
in both of them as you watch them closely and observe their 
ways. They are the wasp and the spider. They do not like 
each other at all, of course. The spider has a wicked bite that 
is poisonous, and the wasp has a very sharp sting which is 


also polsonous. 


One day when several of my 
children were with me in the O- 
zark Mountains on a camping trip, 
one of the boys brought me a 
board on the underside of which 
were three mud cocoons. The boys 
wondered what these were and 
seemed a bit afraid to break them 
open. I called the other children 
around me and said, “Now I think 
we will find a live spider in each 
of these three mud coffins. We will 
open them and see if Daddy is 
right.” 

So I took a sharp knife and very 
carefully split the top of each of 
the mud cocoons and spread it 
apart. Sure enough, there was a 
live spider in each! On the back of 
each spider and near the spider’s 
tail (if it has a tail) was a little 
egg. I told the children that this 
was a wasp’s egg. Of course, they 
wanted to know about this, and so 
I told them the following story.. 

One day a wasp was flying a- 
round here and there in the woods 
trying to find a spider. After a- 
while it spotted a spider in the 
leaves, It flew so close to the spi- 
der that it could examine its back, 
for there is a wee tiny hole near 
the insect’s head. This hole goes 
into the backbone and the spinal 
cord—the large nerve that runs 
down the spider’s back. The wasp 
would never know about that tiny 
hole if God did not teach wasps 
about spiders. There is no school 
where they go to learn such things. 
The God of Heaven teaches all 
kinds of animals and insects and 
causes them to do wonderful 
things that they would not do if 
He had not taught them. The 
Scripture says to boys and girls, 
Commit thy way unto the Lord 
(Psalm 37:5). It says also, In all 
thy ways acknowledge him, and 
he shall direct thy paths (Proverbs 
3:6). I hope that each of you little 
friends will do this. The Lord will 
guide you in Christian ways, will 
keep you from sinning and will fill 
your life with the loving graces 
which everybody enjoys. 

The spider realized that the 
wasp was an enemy and so she 
was excited and ready to bite if 
the wasp came near again, Each 
time she jumped at the wasp, the 
wasp barely escaped. This contin- 
ued for a long time. The wasp gave 
the spider no rest. It flew around 
and attacked the spider until she 
was nearly exhausted. The wasp, 
of course, was waiting for this to 
happen. Suddenly the wasp flew 
close to the spider’s back, quick 
as lightening put its stinger down 


into that tiny hole, and squirted) 


poison into the spider’s backbone. 
The poison made the spider sick 
and dizzy. She staggered around 
for a little while, growing weaker 


and weaker, and finally fell to the 
ground. She was not dead. She was 
paralyzed, 

The wasp was sitting on a near- 
by twig. As soon as the spider was 
quiet and could fight no more, 
the wasp flew down on the ground 
and with two of her legs she took 
hold of the spider and dragged it 
to where this board lay. After 
dragging the spider under the 
board, she flew away to get mud 
with which to make the mud cof- 
fin. Back and forth she flew from 
the bank of the little stream to the 
board until this little mud cocoon 
was nearly finished. Then she put 
the spider in the cocoon. Just be- 
fore she closed it with mud, she 
laid her egg on the spider’s back. 
Then she closed the hole on the 
cocoon and flew away, never to 
return again. 

Had we not opened these mud 
cocoons, the little eggs would have 
hatched and the tiny wasps would 
have been born. They must have 
food, and so they would have 
started to eat the spider. That is 
the reason the mother wasp puts 
the egg on the back part of the spi- 
der because if the wasp should 
start to eat near the spider’s head, 
the spider would quickly die, but 
if it starts at the back, it can 
grow large and strong before it 
has eaten enough of the spider to 
cause it to die, By this time the 
wasp is large enough to fly, and 
so it comes out of the cocoon (I do 
not know just how it.gets out), 
stretches its wings, and flies away 
like other wasps.

could not enter into her majesty’s 
presence, and could enjoy none 
of the emoluments or offices of the 
state, nor any of the privileges of 
citizens. I think if you suppose 
such a case I shall be able to il- 
lustrate the difference between 
any changes and reforms that men 
make in themselves and the real 
work of being born again. 


We will suppose, then, that some 
man—a red Indian, for instance— 
should come to this country, and 
should endeavor to obtain the pri- 
vileges of citizenship, well know- 
ing that the rule is absolute and 
cannot be altered, that a man 
must be a born subject, or else he 
cannot enjoy them. Suppose he 
says “I will change my name; I 
will take up the name of an Eng- 
lishman; I have been called by my 
high-sounding title among. the 
Sioux; I have been called the Son 
of the Great Westwind, or some 
such name; but I will take an Eng- 
lish name, I will be called a 
Christian man, an English  sub- 
ject.” Will that admit him?

messenger of God visited that land. 

God said to Moses, “Tell those 
Jews to sprinkle blood on the lin- 
tels of their doors, and when the | 
death angel comes, he will pass 
over you.” Blood! On _ the lintel 
of the door! A death messenger! 
Some kind of a plague! Blood on 
the lintel of the door! A little bit 
of red blood! What good will it 
do? But the Jews obeyed. The 
Jews did what God told them to 
do, and the blood saved them that 
night. 

You remember the story of that 
Gentile Syrian captain, general as 
we would say, by the name of 
Naaman. He was told to dip him- 
self in the Jordan waters seven 
times, He rebelled at the thought, 
crying out, “Are not the waters 
of the rivers in my land fairer 
than the waters of Jordan? What 
are you doing, mocking me?” The 
servants finally persuaded him. He 
dipped once, but it didn’t do a bit 
of good. He dipped twice and it 
didn’t do a bit of good. He dipped 
three times and four, and five, and 
six times, but nothing happened. 
The prophet had told him to dip 
seven times. He dipped the seventh 
time, and God, in His infinite 
mercy, healed him right then and 
there! 


You remember also the story of 
the six cities of refuge that God 
told Moses the Jews were to pre- 
pare in the land, three on one side 
of the Jordan, three on the other. 
Read the story in the Bible. It will 
do you good. It will help you, It 
will cheer your heart. It will make 
you realize more about the hiding 
place, that Christ is the hiding 
place. Those cities were supposed 
to be in a conspicuous place. The 
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elders of the city, the commission- 
ers, the aldermen of that city, of 
each city, were required to have 
the doors open day and night. They 
were required to have the roads 
repaired and the bridges taken 
care of. They were required to 
have sign posts pointing to the 
cities of refuge. 

Some of you are still in your 
sins. You are lost. You are on the 
road to destruction. The Devil, 
post haste, is racing after you, but 
here is the refuge, the city which 
is Christ Jesus. It is for you to 
obey God. It is for you to run in- 
to that refuge. 

You remember the stories about 
the Kentucky slaves who would 
look across the river into Ohio 
and wonder what they could do to 
get over into Ohio. The masters 
could bring them back. Go far- 
ther? The masters could still bring 
them back. But Oh! they knew 
that in Queen Victoria’s Canada 
it was against the law to have 
slaves, The minute they crossed 
the Canadian border, they were 
safe. Can you see a slave saying, 
after much heart-searching, that 
if he were going to die, he might 
as well die running as die under 
the lash of a cruel master? Can 
you see him swimming the Ohio 
River? Can you see the blood 
hounds racing after him, the over- 
seers running after the hounds? 
There is the river. Breathlessly, 
the slave breasts the waves across, 
climbs out on the other side. Can 
you see him running into Ohio, 
up yonder into Michigan, then a- 
cross the border into Canada, 
free? Free! 

It is the same way with you 
as it was with me in the long ago. 
I saw myself as a sinner. I was 
under the curse of the Law. The 
wages of sin were hanging over 
my head like so many swords of 
Damocles. I was powerless. A 
preacher said, “Behold the Lamb 
of God which taketh away the sin 
of the world!” A preacher said, 
“Boy, you run unto that Jesus and 
He will save you!” And I ran— 
and He saved me. He saved me! 
He will save you, too. Oh, that un- 
belief, that cursed unbelief! It 
would be cured instantly, now, if 
you would look up to Jesus and 
say, “Lord, I believe. Help mine 
unbelief.” He did it back yonder. 
He did it for me. He has done it 
for millions in this world and He 
will do it for you, too. God give 
you the grace to flee from the 
wrath to come, to close~with the 
offer of God’s mercy in Christ 
Jesus our Saviour. Amen. 


You see him coming to the 
palace gates and asking for ad- 
mission. He says, “I have taken 
an English name.’ 

“But are you an Englishman 
born and bred?” 

“IT am not,” says he. 

“Then the gates must be shut 
against you, for the law is abso- 
lute; and though you may have 
the name of even the royal family 
itself upon you, yet because you 
have not been born here you must 
be shut out.” 

That illustration will apply to all 
of us who are here present. At 
least, nearly the whole of us bear 
the professing Christian name; liv- 
ing in England, you would think 
it a disgrace to you if you were 
not called Christian. You are not 
heathen, you are not infidel; you 
are neither Mohammedans nor 
Jews; you think that the name, 
Christian, is a creditable one to 
you, and you have taken it. Be ye 
quite assured that the name of a 
Christian is not the nature of a 
Christian, and that your being 
born in a: Christian land, and be- 
ing recognized as professing the 
Christian religion is of no avail 
whatever, unless there be some- 
thing more added to it—the being 
born again as a subject of Jesus 
Christ. 

“But,” says this red Indian, “I 
am prepared to renounce my dress, 
and to become an Englishman in 
fashion; in fact, I will go to the 
very top of the fashion; you shall 
|not see me in anything differing 
from the accepted style of the 
present day. May I not, when I 
am arrayed in court dress, and 
have decorated myself as etiquette 
demands, come in before her ma- 
jesty? See, I'll doff this plume, 
I will not shake this tomahawk, I 
renounce these garments. The 
moccasin I cast away forever; I 
am an Englishman in dress, as 
well as name.” 

He comes to the gate, dressed 
out-like one of our own country- 
men; but the gates are still shut 
in his face, because the law re- 
quired that he must be born in the 
country; and without that, what- 
ever his dress might be, he couid 
not enter the palace. . 

So how many there are of you 
who do not barely take the Chris- 
tian name upon you, but have 
adopted Christian manners; you 
go to your churches and your 
chapels, you attend the house of 
God, you take care that there is 
some form of religion observed in 
your family; your children are not 
left without hearing the name of 
Jesus! So far so good; God for- 
bid that I should say a word 
against it! But remember, it is 
bad because you do not go further. 
All this is of no avail whatever for 
admitting you into the kingdom of 
Heaven, unless this also is com- 
plied with—the being born again. 

O! dress yourselves never so 
grandly with the habiliments of 
godliness; put the chaplet of bene- 
volence upon your brow, and gird 
your loins with integrity; put on 
your feet the shoes of persever- 
ance, and walk through the earth 
an honest and upright man; yet, 
remember, unless you are born a- 
gain, “that which is of the flesh 
is flesh,” and you, not having the 
operations of the Spirit in you, 
still have Heaven’s gates shut a- 
gainst you, because you are not 
born again, 

“Well,” but says the Indian, “TI 

will not only adopt the dress, but 
I will learn the language; I will 
put away my brogue and my lan- 
guage that I once spoke, in the 
wild prairie or in the woods, - far 
away from my lips. I shall not 
talk of the Shu-Shuh-gah, and of 
the strange names wherewith I 
have called my wild fowl and my 
deer, but I will speak, and act as 
you act; I will not only have your 
dress, but precisely your manners, 
I will talk just in the same fash- 
ion, I will adopt your brogue, I 
will take care that it shall be 
grammatically correct; will you 
not then admit me: I have become 
thoroughly Englishized; may I not 
then be received?” 
“No,” says the keeper of the 
door, “there is no admittance; for 
except a man be born in this coun- 
try, he cannot be admitted.” 

So with some of you; you talk 
just like Christians. Perhaps you 
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have a little too much cant about 
you; you have begun so strictly to 
imitate what you think to be a 
godly man, that you go a little be- 
yond the mark, and you gloss it 
so much that we are able to de- 
tect the counterfeit. Still you pass 
current among most men as being 
a downright sort of Christian 
man. You have studied biograph- 
ies, and sometimes you tell long 
yarns about divine experience; you 
have borrowed them from the 
biographies of good men; you have 
been with Christians, and know 
how to talk as they do; you have 
caught a puritancial twang, per- 
haps; you go through the world 
just like professors; and if you 
were to be observed, none would 
detect you. You are a member of 
the church; you have been bap- 
tized; you take the Lord’s Supper; 
perhaps you are a deacon, or an 
elder; you pass the sacramental 
cup round; you are just all that 
a Christian can be, except that 
you are without a Christian heart. 
You are white-washed sepulchres, 
still full of rottenness within, 
though garnished fairly on the 
outside. Well, take heed, take 
heed! 

It is an astonishing thing how 
near the painter can go to the 
expression of life, and yet the 
canvas is dead and motionless; and 
it is equally astounding how near 
a man may go to a Christian, and 
yet, though not being born again, 
the absolute rule shuts him out 


of Heaven; and with all his pro- 
fession, with all the trappings of 
his professed godliness, and with 
all the gorgeous plumes of experi- 
ence, yet must he be borne away 
from Heaven’s gates. 

“You are uncharitable, 
Spurgeon.” 

I do not care what you say about 
that; I never wish to be more 
charitable than Christ. I did not 
say this; Christ said it. If you have 
any quarrel with Him, settle it 
there; I am not the maker of this 
truth, but simply the speaker of 
it. I find it written, “Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God.” 


If your footman should go to 
the door and deliver your message 
correctly, the man at the door 
might abuse him never so much, 
but the footman would say, “Sir, 
do not abuse me, I cannot help 
it; I can only tell you what my 
master told me. I am not the ori- 
ginator of it.” 


So if you think me uncharitable, 
remember you do not accuse me, 
you accuse Christ; you are not 
finding fault with the messenger, 
you are finding fault with the mes- 
sage; Christ has said it—‘“Except 
a man be born again.” I cannot 
dispute with you, and shall not try. 
That is simply God’s Word. Re- 
ject it at your peril. Believe it and 
receive it, I entreat you, because 
it comes from the lips of the Most 


High.

How Can Men Be Regenerated? 
But now note the manner in 
which this regeneration is obtain- 
ed. I think I have none here so 
profoundly stupid as to be Pusey- 
ites, I can scarcely believe that I 
have been the means of attracting 
one person here, so utterly de- 
void of every remnant of brain, 
as to believe the doctrine of bap- 
tismal regeneration. Yet I must 
just hint at it. There be some who 
teach that by a few drops of water 
sprinkled on an infant’s brow the 
infant becomes régenerate. Well, 
granted. And now I will find out 
your regenerate ones twenty years 
afterward. | 

The champion of the prize ring 
is a regenerated man. O! yes, he 
was regenerated, because in in- 
fancy he was baptized; and, there- 
fore, if all infants in baptism are 
regenerated, the prizefighter is a 
regenerated man. Take hold of him 
and receive him as your brother 
in the Lord. Do you hear that man 
swearing and blaspheming God? 
He is regenerate; believe me, he is 
regenerate; the priest put a few 
drops of water on his brow, and 
he is a regenerate man. 

Do you see the drunkard reel- 
ing down the street, the pest of 
the neighborhood, fighting every- 
body, and beating his wife, worse 
than the brute? Well, he is re- 
generate, he is one of those Pusey- 
ite’s regenerates—O! goodly re- 
generate! 

Mark you the crowd assembled 
in the streets! The gallows is 
erected, Palmer is about to be 
executed; the man whose name 
should be execrated through all 


eternity for his villainy! Here is 
one of the Puseyite’s regenerates. 
Yes, he is regenerate because he 
was baptized ininfancy; regenerate 
while he mixes his strychnine; re- 
generate while he administers his 
poison slowly, that he may cause 
death and infinite pain, all the 
while he is causing it. 

Regenerate, forsooth! If that be 
regeneration, such regeneration is 
not worth having; if that be the 
thing that makes us free for the 
kingdom of Heaven, verily, the 
gospel is indeed a licentious gos- 
pel; we can say nothing about it. 
If that be the gospel, that all such 
men are regenerate and will be 
saved, we can only say that it 
would be the duty of every man 
in the world to move that gospel 
right away, because it is so in- 
consistent with the commonest 
principles of morality that it could 
not possibly be of God, but of the 
Devil. 

But some say all are regenerate 
when they are baptized. Well, if 
you think so, stick to your own 
thoughts; I cannot help it. Simon 
Magus was certainly one excep- 
tion; he was baptized on a pro- 
fession of his faith; but so far from 
being regenerated by his baptism, 
we find Paul saying, “I perceive 
that thou art in the gall of bitter- 
ness, and in the bond of iniquity” 
(Acts 8:23). And yet he was one 
of those regenerates, because he 
had been baptized. Ah! that doc- 
trine only needs to be stated to 
sensible men, and they will at once 
reject it. Gentlemen that are fond 
of a filagree religion, and like or- 
nament and show; gentlemen of 


the high Beau Brummel school 
will very likely prefer this re- 
ligion, because they have culti- 
vated their taste at the expense 
of their brain, and have forgotten 
that what is consistent with the 
sound judgment of a man can not 
be consistent with the Word of 
God. So much for the first point. 

Neither is a man regenerated, 
we say, in the next place, by his 
own exertions. A man may reform 
himself very much, and that is 
well and good; let all do that. 
A man may cast away many 
vices, forsake many lusts in which 
he indulged, and conquer evil hab- 
its; but no man in the world can 
make himself, to be born in God; 
though he should struggle ever so 
much, he could never accomplish 
what is beyond his power. And, 
mark you, if he could make him- 
self to be born again, still he would 
not enter Heaven, because there 
is another point in the condition 
which he would have violated—“ex- 
cept aman be born of... the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the kingdom 
of God” (John 3:5). So that the 
best exertions of the flesh do not 
reach this high point, the being 
born again of the Spirit of God. 

And now we must say that re- 
generation consists in this: God 
the Holy Spirit, in a supernatural 
manner—mark, by the word su- 
pernatural I mean just what it 
strictly means; supernatural, more 
than natural—works upon. the 
hearts of men, and they by the op- 
erations of the divine Spirit~’be- 
come regenerate men; but without 
the Spirit they never can be re-

generated. And unless God the 
Holy Spirit, who “worketh in us 
to will and to do,” should operate 
upon the will and the conscience, 
regeneration is an absolute im- 
possibility, and therefore so is sal- 
vation. 

“What!” says one, “do you 
mean to say that God absolutely 
interposes in the salvation of every 
man to make him regenerate?” 
I do indeed; in the salvation of 
every person there is an actual 
putting forth of the divine power, 
whereby the dead sinner is quick- 
ened, the unwilling sinner is made 
willing, the desperately hard sin- 
ner has his conscience made ten- 
der; and he who rejected God and 
despised Christ is brought to cast 
himself down at the feet of Jesus. 
This is called fanatical doctrine, 
mayhap; that we cannot help; it is 
Scriptural doctrine, that is enough 
for us. “Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God. 
That which is born of the flesh is 
flesh; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit” (John 3:5,6). If you 
like it not, quarrel with my Mas- 
ter, not with me; I do but simply 
declare his own revelation, that 
there must be in your heart some- 
thing more than you can ever 
work there. There must be.a divine 
operation; call it a miraculous 
operation, if you please; it is in 
some sense so, There must be a 
divine inter-position, a divine 
working, a divine influence, or else 


* 


do what you may, without that you 
perish, and are undone; “For ex- 
cept a man be born again, he can- 
not see the kingdom of God” (John 
3:3). 

The change is radical; it gives 
us new natures, makes us love 
what we hated and hate what we 
loved, sets us in a new _ road; 
makes our habits different, our 
thoughts different, makes us dif- 
ferent in private, and different in 
public. So that being in Christ it 
is fulfilled: “If any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, 
all things are become new” (II 
Cor, 3:17). 

And now I must come to the 
second point. I trust I have ex- 
plained regeneration, so that all 
may see what it is. Now 


II. What Does the Expression, 
“Seeing the Kingdom of 
God,” Mean? 

It means two things. To see the 
kingdom of God on earth is to be 
a member of the mystical church— 
it is to enjoy the liberty and privi- 
leges of the child of God. To see 
the kingdom of Heaven means to 
have power in prayer, to have 
communion with Christ, to have 
fellowship with the Holy Ghost; 
and to bring forth and produce all 
these joyous and. blessed....fruits 
which are the effect of regenera- 


|tion. In a higher. sense, “to see 


the kingdom of God,’’ means to be 
admitted into Heaven. Except a 


man be born again, he cannot 


| know about heavenly things on 


earth, and He cannot enjoy heav- 
enly blessings forever—‘“he cannot 
see the kingdom of God.” 

I think I may just pass over the 
second point without remark, and 
proceed to notice, in the third 
place, 


Ill. Why It is That “Unless a 
Man Be Born Again, He Can- 
not See the Kingdom of God” 


And I will confine my remarks 
to the kingdom of God in the 
world to come. 

Why, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God, because he would be out 
of place in Heaven. A man that 
is not born again could not enjoy 
Heaven. There is an actual im- 
possibility in his nature, which pre- 
vents Him from enjoying any of 
the bliss of Paradise. You think, 
mayhap, that Heaven consists in 
those walls of jewels, in those 
pearly gates, and gates of gold; 
not so, that is the habitation of 
Heaven. Heaven: dwells there, but 
that is not Heaven. Heaven is a 
state that is made here, that is 
made in the heart; made by God’s 
Spirit within us, and unless God 
the Spirit has renewed us. and 
caused us to be born again, we 
cannot enjoy the things of Heaven. 

Why, it is a physical impossibili- 
ty that ever a swine should de- 
liver a lecture on astronomy; every 
man will clearly perceive that it 
must be impossible that a snail 
should. build a city; and: there ‘is 
just as much impossibility that a 
sinner, unmended, should enjoy 
Heaven. Why, there would be 
nothing there for him to enjoy; if 


he could be put into the place 
where Heaven is, he would be 
miserable; he would cry, “Let me 
away, let me away; let me away 
from this miserable place!” 

I appeal to yourselves; a sermon 
is too long for youvery often; the 
singing of God’s praises is dull, dry 
work; you think that going up to 
God’s house is very tedious. What 
will you do where they praise God 
day without night? If just a short 
discourse here is very wearying, 
what will you think of the eternal 
talkings of the redeemed through 
all ages of the wonders of redeem- 
ing love? If the company of the 
righteous is very irksome to you, 
what will be their company 
throughout eternity? I think many 
of you are free to confess that 
psalm-singing is not a bit to your 
taste, that you care naught about 
any spiritual things; give you your 
bottle of wine, and set you down at 
your ease—that is Heaven for you! 
Well, there is no such a heaven yet 
made; and therefore there is no 
heaven for you. The only heaven 
there is, is the heaven of spiritual 
men, the heaven of praise, the 
heaven of delight in God, the hea- 
ven of acceptance in the beloved, 
the heaven of communion with 
Christ. 

Now, you do not understand 
anything about this; you could not 
enjoy it if you were to have it; 
you have not the capabilities for 
doing so. You, yourselves, from the 
very fact of your not being born 
again, are your own barrier to 
Heaven, and if God were to open 
the gate wide and say, “Come in,” 
you could not enjoy Heaven if you 
were admitted; for unless a man 


be born again, there is an impos~- 
sibility, a moral impossibility, of 
his seeing the kingdom of God. 

Suppose there are some persons 
here who are entirely deaf, who 
have never heard sounds; well, I 
say they cannot hear singing. Do 
I when I say it, say a cruel thing! 
It is their own disability that pre- 
vents them. So when God says you 
cannot see the kingdom of Heaven, 
He means that it is your own dis- 
ability for the enjoyment of Hea- 
ven that will prevent you ever 
entering there. 

But there are some other rea- 
sons; there are reasons why 

“Those holy gates forever bar 

Pollution, sin, and shame,” 

There are reasons besides those 
in yourselves, why you cannot see 
the kingdom of God unless you are 
born again. Ask yon spirits before 
the throne: “Angels, principalities, 
and powers, would ye be willing 
that men who love not God, who 
believe not in Christ, who have 
not been born again, should dwell 
here?” 

I see them as they look down 
upon us and hear them answering, 
“No! Once we fought the dragon, 
and expelled him because he 
tempted us to sin; we must not 
and we will not, have the wicked 
here. These alabaster walls must 
not be soiled with black and lust- 
ful fingers; the white pavement of 
Heaven must not be stained and 
rendered filthy by the unholy feet 
of ungodly men. No!” ‘ 

I see a thousand spears bristling, 
and the fiery faces of a myriad 
seraphs thrust over the walls of 
Paradise. ‘“‘No, while these arms

have strength and these wings 
have power, no sin shali ever enter 
here.” 

I address myself moreover to 
the saints in Heaven, redeemed by 
sovereign grace: ‘Children of God, 
are ye willing that the wicked 
should enter Heaven as they are, 
without being born again? Ye love 
men, say, say, say, are ye willing 
that they should be admitted as 
they are?”’ 

I see Lot rise up, and he cries, 
“Admit them into Heaven? No! 
What! must I be vexed with the 
conversation of Sodomites again, 
as once I was?” 

I see Abraham; and he comes 
forward, and he says, “No; I 
cannot have them here. I had 
enough of them while I was with 
them on earth—their jests and 
jeers, their silly talkings, their vain 
conversation vexed and grieved us. 
We want them not here.” 

And, heavenly though they be, 
and loving as their spirits are, yet 
there is not a saint in Heaven who 
would not resent with the utmost 
indignation the approach of anyone 
of you to the gates of paradise, if 
you are still unholy and have not 
been born again. 

But all that were nothing. We 
might perhaps scale the ramparts 
of Heaven, if they were only pro- 
tected by angels, and burst the 
gates of paradise open, if only the 
saints defended them. But there is 
another reason than that—God 
has said it Himself—“‘Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God.” What sinner, 
wilt thou scale the battlements of 
paradise when God is ready to 
thrust thee down to Hell? Wilt 
thou with impudent face brazen 
Him out? God has said it, God 
hath said it, with a voice of thun- 
der, “Ye shall not see the king- 
dom of Heaven.” Can ye wrestle 
with the Almighty? Can ye over- 
throw Omnipotence? Can ye grap- 
ple with the Most High? Worm 
of the dust! Canst thou overcome 
thy Maker? Trembling insect of 
an hour, shaken by the lightnings 
when far overhead they flash far 
athwart the sky, wilt thou dare 
the hand of God? Wilt thou ven- 
ture to defy Him to His face? Ah! 
He would laugh at thee. As. the 
snow melteth before the sun, as 
wax runneth at the fierceness of 
the fire, so wouldst thou, if His 
fury should once lay hold of thee. 
Think not that thou canst over- 
come Him. He has sealed the gate 
of Paradise against thee, and there 
is no entrance. The God of justice 
says, “I will not reward the wicked 
with the righteous; I will not suf- 
fer my goodly, godly Paradise to 
be stained by wicked ungodly men. 
If they turn I will have mercy 
upon them; but if they turn not, 
as I live, I will rend them in pieces, 
and there shall be none to de- 
liver.”’ 

Now, sinner, canst thou brazen 
it out against Him! Wilt thou rush 
upon the thick bosses of Jehovah's 
bucklers? Wilt thou try to scale 
His Heaven when His arrow is 
stringed upon the bow to reach 
thine heart? What! when the glit- 
tering sword is at thy neck and 
ready to slay thee? Wilt thou en- 
deavor to strive against thy 
Maker? No potsherd, no; contend 
with thy fellow potsherd. Go, 
crawling grasshopper; go, fight 
with thy brothers; strive with 
them, but come not against the 
Almighty. He hath said it, and you 
never shall, you never shall en- 
ter Heaven, unless you are born 
again.. Again, I say, quarrel not 
ith me; I have but delivered my 
ister’s message. Take it, disbe- 
ieve it if you dare; but if you be- 
jieve it, rail not at me, for it is 

d's message, and I speak in love 
o your soul, lest, lacking it, you 
d perish in the dark, and 
ik blindfold to your everlasting 
ition. 


Now, my friends, 


I hear one man say, “Well, well, 
well, I see it. J will hope that I 
shall be born again after I am 
dead.” Oh, sir, believe me, you will 
be a miserable fool for your pains. 
When men die their state is fix- 
ed 


“Fixed is their everlasting state, 
Could they repent, ’tis now too 
late.” 


Our life is like that wax melting 
in the flame; death put its stamp 
on it, and then it cools, and the 
impress never can be changed. You 
today are like the burning metal 
running forth from the cauldron 
in the mold; death cools you in 
your mold, and you are cast in 
that shape throughout eternity. 
The voice of doom crieth over the 
dead, “He that is unjust, let him 
be unjust still; and he which is 
filthy, let him be filthy still... 
he that is holy let him be holy 
still” (Rev. 22:11). The damned are 
lost forever; they cannot be born 
again; they go on cursing, ever 
being cursed; ever fighting against 
God, and ever being trampled be- 
neath His feet; they go ever mock- 
ing, ever being laughed at for their 
mockery; ever rebelling and ever 
being tortured with the whips of 
conscience, because they are ever 
sinning. They cannot be regenerat- 
ed because they are dead. 

“Well,” says another, “ZJ will 
take care that I am regenerated 
first before I die.” Sir, I repeat 
again, thou art a fool in talking 
thus; how knowest thou that thou 
shalt live? Hast thou taken a lease 
of thy life, as thou hast of thy 
house? Canst thou insure the 
breath within thy nostrils? Canst 
thou say in certainty that another 
ray of light shall ever reach thine 
eye? Canst thou be sure that, as 


march to the grave, thou wilt not 
soon beat the last note; and so 
thou shalt die where thou standest 
or’ sittest now? Oh, man! if thy 
bones were iron, and thy sinews 
brass, and thy lungs steel, then 
mightest thou say, “I shall live.” 
But thou art made of dust; thou 
art like the flower of the field; 
thou mayest die now. 

Lo! I see death standing yonder, 


it; today, today, for some of you 
he grasps the scythe—and away, 
away, he mows the fields, and you 
fall one by one. You must not, and 
you cannot live. God carries us 
away as a flood, like a ship in a 
whirlpool; like the log in a cur- 
rent, dashed onward to the catar- 
act. There is no stopping any one 
of us; we are all dying now! and 
yet you say you will be regenerat- 
ed ere you die! Aye sirs, but are 
you regenerated now? For if not, 
it may be too late to hope for to- 
morrow. Tomorrow you may be 
in Hell, sealed up forever by ada- 
mantine destiny, which never can 
be moved. 

“Well,” cried another, “J donot 
care much about it; for I see very 
little in being shut out of Para- 
dise.” Ah, sir, it is because thou 
dost not understand it. Thou smil- 
est at it now; but there will be 
a day when thy conscience will be 
tender, when thy memory will be 
strong, when thy judgment will be 
enlightened, and when thou wilt 
think very differently from what 
thou dost now. Sinners in Hell 
are not the fools they are on 
earth; in Hell they do not laugh 
at everlasting burnings; in the pit 
they do not despise the words 
“eternal fire.” The worm that 
never dieth, when it is gnawing, 
gnaws out all joke and laughter; 
you may despise God now, and de- 
pise me now, for what I say, but 
death will change your note. Oh, 
my hearers, if that were all, I 
would be willing. You may despise 
me, yes, you may; but Oh! I be- 
seech you, do not despise your- 
selves; Oh! be not so foolhardy as 
to go whistling to Hell, and laugh- 
ing to the pit; for when you are 
there, sirs, you will find it a dif- 
ferent thing from what you dream 
it to be now. When you see the 
gates of Paradise shut against you, 
you will find it to be a more 
important matter than you judge 
of now. 

You came to hear me preach 
today, as you would have gone 
to the opera or play-house; you 
thought I should amuse you.

But ah! my friends, I cannot 
speak as I wish. I think I feel, this 
morning, something like Dante, 
when he wrote his “Jl Inferno.” 
Men said of him that he had been 
in Hell; he looked like it. He had 
thought of it so long, that they 
said, “He has been in Hell,” he 
spoke with such an awful earnest- 
ness. Ah! if I could, I would 
speak like that too. It is only a 
few days more, and I shall meet 
you face to face; I can look over 
the lapse of a few years, when you 
and I shall stand face to face be- 
fore God’s bar.

her again?” No, never again; no, 
never unless you are born again. 

Mothers, you have had infants 
that have gone to Heaven; -you 
would like to see your family all 
around the throne; but you will 
never see your children more, un- 
less you are born again. 


Will you bid adieu this day to 
the immortal? Will you say fare- 
well this hour to your § glorified 
friends in Paradise? You must say 
so, or else be converted. You must 
fly to Christ, and trust in Him, 
and His Spirit must renew you, or 
else you must look up to Heaven, 
and say, “Choir of the blest! I 
shall never hear you sing; parents 
of my youth, guardians of my in- 
fancy, I love you, but between you 
and myself there is a great gulf 
fixed; I am cast away, and you are 
saved.” 


Oh, I beseech you, think on 
these matters; and when you go 
away, let it not be to forget what 
I have said. If you are at all im- 
pressed this morning, put not away 
the impression; it may be your 
warning; it will be a_ sorrowful 
thing to be lost with the notes of 
the gospel in your ears, and to 
perish under the ministry of truth.
